Reaction of Public. 

The dramatic events of the past 
three days in Italy—the attempt on 
the premier’s life and his spectacular 
departure for north Africa—have 
brought the chief currents of the 
Italian situation vividly to the sur- 
face. It was the fortune of the cor- 
respondent to reach Rome at just such 


a juneture, affording him an unusual 
opportunity’ to observe the reaction of 
the public to this striking combination 
of events. The violent outburst of 
anger in Rome and other cities when 
the news spread that a foreigner had 
tried to kill Mussolini, followed by 
manifestations of almost delirious joy 
when the public learned that the 
duce had been only slightly wounded, 
ceuld hardly be taken otherwise than 
asa testifying strikingly to the strength 
of the national spirit which Musso- 
lini has engendered. | To foreigners 
here who have watched Mussolini’s 
career, it afforded new evidence that 
he holds Italy “in the hollow of his 
hand.” 

Development of the nutionalistic 
spirit to such a high pitch is believed 
to have been made. possible because 
Mussolini has enrolled under his ban- 
ner principally the youth of the na- 
tion, to whom the duce looms up as a 
daring and impetuous patriotic figure, 
representing all that is greatest in 
Italian life, and as a living incarna- 
tion of the ancient glory of Italy.

NEW YORK “CAKE EATER” GUILTY OF MURDER 


Hears Sentence of Death 


New York, April 9.—Herbert Koer- 
ber, bred of the squalor of New York's 
unseemly East Side, an 18-year-old 
“cake-eater’’ with the brain of a child 
of 10, has been found guilty or first 
degree murder and will be. sentenced 
to death in the electrie chair. 

Herbert, who killed a Jamaica 
lunch-room keeper after an all-night 
orgy of red wine and synthetic gin, 
was the most self-possessed of 2'] in 
the courtroom when the jury’s verdict 
was made known Friday night. 
The sober-faced men who brought 
in the verdict of guilty, the judge and 
prosecutors and Herbert’s attorneys 
were visibly impressed. But the boy 


scribbled pictures on a pad of paper, 
seemingly ignorant of the purport ot 
what the foreman was saying. 

Herbert had donned a tuxedo in 
his cell, and was thus formally dressed 
when he learned the jury’s verdict. He 
explained that he had a dinner en- 
gagement and expected to be found 
“not guilty.’’ 

The jurors were out only an hour 
and a half, however, for the youth 
had calmly confessed to killing An- 
gelo Mahairis, the lunch-room keeper, 
early on the morning of March 21, 
and his lawyers’ only hope had been 
that their plea that the boy was men- 
tally defective would sway the jury.

SCHOOL OFFICIAL 
DENIES CHARGE 


R. R. Ritchie, assistant superin- 
tendent of schools, in charge of busi- 
ness affairs through his attorneys, 
Paul S. and Anton L. Etheridge, Fri- 
day filed denial of all charges pre- 
ferred against him by members of the 
board of education, a specia] demurrer 
to each of the complaints and a prayer 
that the board cause the person re- 
sponsible for the list of 19 specific 
allegations to sign them in order that 
Ritchie may know who the complaint- 
ant is, 

Among the charges against Ritchie 
is that of “inefficiency,” “czaristie and 
arbitrary methods,” “failure to coer- 
dinate the departments,” “injection of: 
personal politics, enmity and vindict- 
iveness into the school system” and 
“showing partiality toward employees.” 
Other allegations of a similar nature 
are made. 


Blanket Denial. 


The blanket denial was placed in 
the hands of Dr. R. M. Eubanks, 
president of the board of education, 
Friday afternoon. It was filed, to be 
submitted to the board at the meeting 
to be held at 3 o'clock Tuesday after- 
noon at city council chamber. 

In opening the list of special de- 
murrers, the petiticn sets out that “in 
common fairness to the respondent 
and in the exercise of his rights, the 
charges should be signed by the per- 
son or persons preferring them and 
that specification thereof shall be 
made by anyone who may make, file 
or undertake to assert same against 
your respondent.” This is because ‘he 
complaints affeet the character and 
ability of Ritchie, the petition sets 
out. 

Another paragraph asserts that “‘the 
alleged unsigned charges filed consist 
of mere generalities, unwarranted 
statements and conclusions, and are 
vague, indefinite, uncertain and do 
not in anywise put this defendant on 
notice as to what the charges or accu- 
sations, if any, he is to unswer; and 
your respondent insists that he must 
be put upon notice as to what any al- 
leged charge consists of so that he may 
properly and intelligently answer the 
same.” 

“Your respondent expressly denies 
the truth of the alleged general charges 
as made and filed and says that the 
Same were recklessly made, are ineca- 
pable of proof and are entirely with- 
out foundation,” according to another 
clause of the answer. 


Charges Filed. 


The 19 complaints filed azainst 
Ritchie were read at a special call 
session of the board of education on 
March 26. W.C. Slate. commissioner 
of the second ward, introduced the 
paper, 

Dr. Eubanks stated that the paper 
had been filed with him. He added 
that he had not read it and therefore 
could not express an opinion. He 
reiterated his statement. which he 
made at the outset, that Ritchie 
would be given a fair and impartial 
hearing. 

Ritchie was slated to face the board 
for opening of the hearing on April 
2. but this was deferred, pending com- 
pletion of an audit of school depart- 
ment books. A date for beginning 
the trial is expected to be set at 
the board meeting Tuesday.
